propriated by/county officials for roads 'has been, if not actually wasted, at 
least expended with a minimum of results. And for this wo are not condemn- 


companies and the cement companies, for they have a strong 


Hard roads aro all right.

Yet It was THEIR money that was wasted and It was THEIR Inattention to 
their own essential local affairs that enabled the high-priced salesmen from 
the cement and brick companies to reap a rich harvest at the expense of every 
man, woman and child In the county. 


We will soon elect a new board of county commissioners. 
And it is the

The kazoo 
is also a great little Instrument for 
putting pep Into private parties.
